National Front 
holds successful 
march against IRA 

THE NATIONAL FRONT anti-I.R.A. march in London on September 7 
also brought out the tactics of its enemies into the open. In this instance 
the most significant opposition came from the Labour Government. 


The Government couldn’t ban 
the National Front anti-I.R.A. 
march outright for fear of seeming 
too undemocratic. Attempts were 
made, however, to do the same 
thing by other means. 

The Department of the Environ¬ 
ment gave permission for the 
National Front to hold a rally at 
Hyde Park, but then imposed 
impossible conditions. In consulta¬ 
tion with Jenkins, the Home Secre¬ 
tary, Crossland, the Secretary for 
the Environment, demanded that 
the National Front should indemnify 
the Crown against any injury caused 
to its servants by anybody. This 
would have meant buying an insur¬ 
ance bond at the cost of writing off 
thousands of pounds — thousands 
which the Government knew full 
well the National Front does not 
have. The lesson is simple: in the 
Labour Party’s ‘Socialist’ Britain 
you can have freedom of speech 
but only if you’re rich! 

The National Front responded to 
this by changing its meeting place 
to Lincoln’s Inn Fields — another 
traditional site for outdoor meet¬ 
ings. Having failed to stop the NF 
with that ruse the Government then 
gave orders to the police to inter¬ 
cept coaches bringing provincial 
members into London. This was 


done on the pretext of searching 
for offensive weapons. Having 
failed to find any on one coach, 
some Union Jacks were confiscated. 
In Labour’s Britain our own 
national flag is now classified as 
“offensive”. Seven coaches were 
held up thus preventing some 400 
people from joining the march 
against the I.R.A. 

Despite all this and despite 
attempted harassment from some 
International Socialist children on 
route, the National Front still held 
its anti-I.R.A. march. The demon¬ 
stration was accompanied by the 
renowned Ulster Loyalist Albert 
Bridge Accordian Band and the 
speakers at the rally included 
Mr. Marno of the Orange Volun¬ 
teers; Mr. Green, head of the 
B-Specials Association; and 
Councillor Brooks of Belfast City 
Council. Martin Webster read out a 
letter of solidarity from Roy 
Bradford M.P. 

The opportunists,*' Craig and 
Paisley, as well as the Communist 
infiltrated Ulster Defence Associa¬ 
tion declined to support the activity. 
The U.D.A. is now under the 
control of Andrew Terry who has 
been praised as a “radical” in 
Socialist Worker , the paper of the 
International Socialists.

ALL GOOD democratic nationalists should be extremely 
suspicious of the activities of General Sir Walter Walker and 
Colonel David Stirling. Whatever their service to the nation in 
war — and it is not something that should be scoffed at — the 
political views of these people are a dangerous menace.

Dear Editor, 

In the No. 17 Edition of Britain 
First an article with regard to 
National Front policies drew my 
attention. 

The article referred to municipal 
housing schemes and concluded that 
a 60% reduction in rents was possi¬ 
ble. However, I have completed a 
cost analysis which is detailed 
below. 

Estimated that an average house 
in Britain today costs at least 
£10,000 including land. 

Based on an average house life 
span of 50 years this would require 
a nett rent of £4 per week for that 
period. However, when adding the 
elements of house insurance (50p 
per week approx.), maintenance 
and repairs (50p per week approx.) 
and domestic rates (£1.50 per week 
approx.), a gross figure of £6.50 is 
arrived at. 

Therefore, to reduce the weekly 
rent by 60% an original figure of 
£16 per week would indicate the 
present rent. 

I understand that an average 
council house rent throughout the 
country at present is approximately 
£7 per week. Therefore, I would 
be obliged if you would furnish 
me with details that might disprove 
that without council house building 
being financed by interest free loans 
the average local authority would 
not be self-supporting in that field. 

When one takes into account 
rent and rate rebates which I under¬ 
stand are at present running at 
approximately 10% of gross income 
then a rather large financial deficit 
is apparent.

That is why 
Leicester was such an important 
victory for British Nationalism. 

















RACIAL DISCRIMINATION 
RAMPANT IN 
UNITED STATES

SAN FRANCISCO:-Racial discrimination has become so 
widespread in the United States that it has now received 
official Government backing. Indeed, many would say that 
the Government has been the instigator of many racialist 
activities throughout the country. 

• However, this support has not been directed towards 
White racialist bodies like the Klu Klux Klan. The subtle 
distinction that guides Government thinking is purely and 
simply one of race — the Government supports racial dis¬ 
crimination in favour of Blacks, but denigrates and attacks 
anyone who dares to speak out for the White American 
majority. This official racism manifests itself in every area of 
Government activity - employment, education, housing and 
security.

Any White person walking into a 
state employment office to peruse 
the job cards on display would have 
to check carefully that the job he is 
interested in does not specify 
“Disadvantaged person only” for 
which only Blacks need apply.

advertisements on subway cars and 
busses. White-only colleges were 
banned long ago even in the private 
sector. 

Probably the example most 
descriptive of the philosophy 
behind this policy is an advertise¬ 
ment for Government job training 
schemes exhibited in state employ¬ 
ment offices. The advert states that 
all applicants must be either under 
22 or over 45, physically handi¬ 
capped, or a member of a minority 
group. Any White person would rail 
at the thought of being ranked with 
minors and cripples, but the Blacks 
react the opposite way and merely 
ask for more privileges. 


RESISTANCE 

Most White Americans have 
become thoroughly dejected by the 
entire system of institutionalised 
racism. But recently, when San 
Francisco agreed to accept “health 
reasons” as grounds for not being 
bussed, thousands upon thousands 
of San Francisco children suddenly 
became the victims of obscure and 
previously dormant illnesses over¬ 
night. Such was the city authority’s 
embarrassment at the thought of so 
many illiberal Whites walking the 
streets of ultra-liberal San Francisco 
that they were obliged to drop the 
“health excuse” and just accept 
every application for exemption 
from bussing on any grounds. 
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The survival of the British people faces a greater 
threat today than it has ever done in our nation’s history. 
That threat is international capitalism — a system that 
has imported foreigners to undercut the wages of British

Many firms operate officially 
sanctioned quota systems, whereby 
they top up their staff not by 
ability but by race. So if they have 
less Blacks or Chicanos (Spanish 
Americans) than their proportions 
in the community, any new recruits 
must be from those racial groups — 
even if a White applicant has 
higher qualifications. 

Since the city of New York 
adopted a policy of minority 
recruitment into high positions of 
its education department the stan- 


•dard of education in New York’s 
schools has plummeted to rock 
bottom.

In the field of higher education

sources. A White student, of course, 
has to pay for himself since he is a 
member of the “priviliged” majority. 

Black-only colleges are permitted 
and encouraged with plaintive 
appeals for financial help through

Such was the city authority’s 
embarrassment at the thought of so 
many illiberal Whites walking the 
streets of ultra-liberal San Francisco 
that they were obliged to drop the 
“health excuse” and just accept 
every application for exemption 
from bussing on any grounds. 

The Whites are prepared to go to 
any lengths to avoid the conse¬ 
quences of state racism, but very 
few are prepared to oppose it. At a 
recent convention of the Young 
Americans for Freedom I attended, 
I found that like the Young Con¬ 
servatives in Britain, many were 
concerned about bussing and so on 
(and actually voted for Nixon under 
the illusion that he was going to do 
something about ending it), but 
very few indeed were prepared to 
speak out or do something about the 
horrors of multi-racialism.

This left the NF members 
with no alternative but to smash the 
IS invaders in self-defence. Though 
heavily outnumbered the NF 
members literally turned the tables 
on their opponents and managed to 
push the Communists right out of 
the hall under a- pile of chairs. As a 
parting shot the Communists threw 
a fire extinguisher through a glass 
window.
